THE BATTLE OF MANILA. 



Dong Ko!tO, Aug. 23 — Officers of the 
steamer China, from Manila, which 
has arrived here, report that it was 
evident that the resistance 
of the Spaniards when Manila 
was attacked by the Americans wa<- 
merely nominal and was made solely to 
maintain the honor of Spain. The 
officers talked with express the belief 
that the escape of Go*. Ocn. 
Augustin was pre-arranged and 
was well understood by Adm. 
Dewey. A dispatch from Man- 
ila, dated Auguat Its, says 
the total number of killed on the 
American aide during the attack upon 
and capture of Manila was 40 and of 
the wounded about 100.

The fire of the Americans did practi- 
cally no damage, to the town or to the 
non-combatanta The Americans ha.i 
considerable difficulty in keeping the 
insurgents out of the city, only admit- 
ting those who were without weapons.
